Straight Talk 


| EVERSING a long line of decisions, the Supreme 

Court recently handed down a decision ruling that 
it is unconstitutional for the Federal Government, or any 
State, to require a “belief in the existence of God” as a 
qualification for public office They based this decision on 
the First Amendment of Freedom of Religion. Are all the 
oaths taken heretofore by public officials null and void? 
A law passed in 1884 provides that “the oath to be taken 
by any person elected or appointed to any office of honor 
or profit, either in the Civil, Military o1 Naval Service,” 
must include the words “So Help Me God.” 

In the ruling, the Warren Court said that “belief in the 
existence of God” as a qualification for public office “un- 
constitutionally invades the appellant’s freedom of belief 
and religion and therefore cannot be enforced against him.” 

Our National Motto is “In God We Trust,” and this motto 
appears upon all of our currency and coins. Will all of this 
currency and these coins be unconstitutional as legal tender? 
In 1954 we changed the Pledge of Allegiance and added the 
words “under God.” Does this Pledge of Allegiance now 
violate the Constitution? If we can’t trust in God whom 
trust in? Certainly not in the politicians on the 
The Declaration of Independence refers

four times to the existence of the Creator. This “outdated” 
document also refers to the Supreme Judge of the World and 
pledges our Nation to support the Declaration “with a firm 
reliance on the protection of divine providence Pe 

Our government has agreed that there’s no good reason to 
open Supreme Court sessions with prayer and our Supreme 
Court has decreed that God has no place in the school- 
room. It might offend some of our world brothers who 
favor Atheism or Voodooism. 

Why are we in this fix? Well-meaning, non-Communist 
church leaders have played a major role. In a recent 
article, one of our most prominent church leaders, Dr. 
Nels F. S. Ferre, said that his “hope and goal is that the 
Christian forces disassociate themselves from capitalist ide- 
ology.” He holds up Socialist Sweden as the model for us, 
plugs Swedish “maturity . . . for the Christian forces in 
America.” I saw that “Swedish maturity” first-hand, in 
late 1958. About half the people of Sweden belong to the 
Lutheran Church which is the official state church. They 
don't tithe, in fact most of them don’t voluntarily par- 
ticipate in the church at all. Their dues are deducted like 
checked-off union dues, Social Security or withholding tax. 
They don’t go to church, they just belong. While driving 
with a Swedish co-op official to visit some farms, I asked: 
“What church do you go to?” 

“Well, I don’t go to any. I belong to the Lutheran. The 
last time I went was 6% years ago when my boy was 
christened. But I think church is good for special oc- 
funerals, marriages, christenings.” 

Socialism Is Materialism 

It was during that visit to the Socialist nations of Western 
Europe that I realized fully what Socialism really is. I had 
called it the halfway house to Communism; Communism 
without the firing squad. But those definitions were inade- 
quate. Socialism is materialism. Socialism is the philosophy 
of the equal belly. In the Socialist State, 9! bellies must be 
equal, except the bellies of those in charge. The Socialist man

lives, and votes, by bread alone. Socialism and Atheism are 
kissing cousins. Where the state is big and the individual is 
little, materialism thrives. People in the Socialist nations are 
confused. They have been taught “idealistic realism,” “hu- 
manized theism,” “socialized democracy” and other mixed 
up theories denying God, the profit motive, and individual 
freedom. Sweden’s suicide rate is the world’s highest and per- 
centage of illegitimate children is probably not exceeded in 
any “civilized” nation.

FILLING SILOS RAPIDLY and sealing quickly 
with a plastic cover saved silage in Ga.

All 
four silos were covered after filling 
with a weighted polyethylene cover.

“FARMERS PAY TOO MUCH for wiring in 
barns," says David Ludington, Cornell Ex- 
tension engineer. Ludington says over- 
payment comes because National Electrical 
Code specifies wiring size based on total 
connected load—not normal operation 
load. So even though all electrical ap- 
pliances—hay dryer, lights, milking 
machines, etc.—don't operate simultane- 
ously, you have to pay like they do. 








ELECTRIFIED GERMINATION! Exposing alfalfa 
seed to electric energy for a few seconds 
increased germination from 60% to 95% in 
USDA experiments. Germination of red 
clover increased from 74% to 86%. 








THE RATE OF HEART DISEASE deaths in Canada 
from 19355 to 1955 paralleled the average 
per person income tax, reports Dr. E. W. 
McHenry, a Toronto, Canada, college pro- 
fessor. Dr. McHenry says rate of deaths 
cannot be explained as due to changes 

in fat consumption, since average fat use 
in Canada has remained fairly constant 
since 1935 and perhaps before.

Harold Oakes, county agent, 
Yell County, Ark., says work the soil 
lightly when soil temperature is above 
65 degrees; cover plot 10x10 with a 
plastic sheet and cover the edges of the 
sheet with soil. Release methyl bromide 
gas through an inexpensive kit for this 
purpose.

REMEMBER the item (August FARM 
AND RANCH) about farmer William 
Smith of Big Flats, N.Y. who ad- 
vertised that he used government pay- 


ments received for not planting corn 
to buy a Cadillac? It was his way of 
criticising the feed grain program 
Well, he drove his new “Cad” to 
the Capital to stir the dust around 
the Department of Agriculture. And 
once there he was hacked by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Freeman, who 
claimed Smith is not a typical farmer 
—pointed out that the average pay- 
ment under the program should be 
about $640 per farm (not $6,000). 
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One news magazine quoted Free- 
man as saying: “If you farmers (he 
was talking to visitors from Illinois) 
were as well off as Mr. Smith, we 
wouldn't need any government pay- 
ments.” The news writer went on to 
observe that “Of course, this didn't 
explain why well-off Mr. Smith should 
be made more well-off by government 
taxes—for not working.” 

Meanwhile, the Illinois farmers, 
driving a Chevrolet, denied that they 
even made $6,000 a year from their 
total farming operations. One did 
admit his feed grain check came to 
$1,700—enough for a small import.

Atomic cotton 
a‘coming?

AN “atomic” cotton variety—combin- 
ing the best characteristics of long 
staple Sea Island with the high yields 
of American upland—may soon be 
a reality. Dr. M. J. Constantin (pic 
tured) of the University of Tennessee- 
Atomic Energy Commission Experi- 
ment Station has hopes of combining 
the good features of each variety by 
1963 ’ 

For a century, plant breeders have 
tried in vain to get a stable strain 
with best traits of both species—but 
haven't achieved their goal. With radi- 
ation treatments it may soon be at- 
tained. 

As of now Dr. Constantin says he is 
hoping for a high-yielding, strong, fine 
staple cotton with staple lengths up 
to 1% inches, and in the near future.

RECALL the article in May FarM 
AND RANCH titled “John Doe Invests 
in Agriculture”? It told about Arkan 
sas Valley Industries and its success- 
ful sale of stock in a huge, vertically 
integrated poultry operation 

Well, John Doe’s doing all right so 
far. Earnings per share for the first 
12 months came to $3.01—from stock 
that sold for only $7 a share. Declared 
earnings for the first quarter of the 
second operating year amounted to 31 
cents a share. And dividends were 
paid in the amount of 12% cents a 
share—even with poultry prices at 13 
cents a pound. 

AVI president Harold Snyder says 
he thinks it noteworthy that the com- 
pany made money with the average 
broiler market price generally con- 
sidered to be below cost of produc- 
tion 

AVI expects the broiler market to 
reach a more realistic figure in the 
near future, but Snyder says they 
will continue efforts to cut produc- 
tion costs to assure stockholders the

THE official line in the Department of 
Agriculture is that critics of the Feed 
Grain Program are “unfair” in point- 
ing out that 5 million acres of corn 
and perhaps 142 million acres of sor- 
ghums have been signed up as re- 
moved from production when, in re- 
ality, they have not 

Fact remains, however, that the dif- 
ference between USDA estimates and 
actual Crop Reporting Board statistics 
is cause for concern on Capitol Hill 

Ihe corn error was in the base. 
The base used for the signup was 87 
million acres. That should have indi- 
cated 67 million acres left. And while 
the number of acres left is accurate 
enough, the Crop Board, which deals 
with facts, not propaganda, says the 
base should have been 82 million 
acres. So the acres taken out of pro 
duction were 15 million—not 20 

In the case of sorghums, feed grain 
administrators claim a reduction of 
6'2 million acres but the Crop Board 
says actual figures show only a 5 mil- 
lion acre reduction. 

At an estimated $30 an acre for the 
corn withdrawal, a 5 million acre er- 
ror amounts to $150 million 

Administration admits error but 
says it can’t be more than a 2-million- 
acre error. Secretary Freeman says 
he can’t understand why all the ex-

SOONER or later the raw cotton 
price differential between prices do- 
mestic textile mills and foreign mills 
pay for U.S. cotton will be resolved, 
according to J, Craig Smith of Avon- 
dale Mills. 

And unless the difference in what 
mills at home have to pay and what 
their foreign competitors pay is elimi- 
nated quickly, foreign manufacturers 
may develop an attitude that they 
have a huge market in the U. S. upon 
which they can afford to base an in- 
crease in their productive capacity 
for textiles, he believes 

Under the present cotton export 
program, domestic mills pay 8.5 cents 
per pound more for cotton than do 
their foreign competitors. 

Smith says that the flood of textile

THE CROP HAS STARTED TO MOVE—toward the 
loan. The first CCC report on the 1961- 
62 loan was made July 26. It was Septem- 
ber 23 last season before there had been 
sufficient loan movement to warrant a 
report. Buying demand is for cotton below 
Middling and this is moving at 100 to 
150 points over the loan level. 

One reason for this trend is that 
the shippers and the mills have loaded 
up with the better guality cottons from 
CCC stocks. They bought under the prices 
prevailing until July 31 and are holding 
to sell or consume in the face of prices 
that advanced as of August l. 











THE TRADE TOOK ALL but a little over 
100,000 bales of the 1960 crop of 14.2 
million bales and also purchased 3.6 mil- 
lion bales of 1959 and earlier cottons 
from the CCC. The total of purchases is 
nearly 3 million bales greater than 
domestic consumption and exports,, and 
this cotton will compete with the cotton 
being harvested. 








BUYING REDUCED CCC STOCKS of cotton from 
nearly 5 million bales on July 31, 1960, 
to slightly more than 1.5 million on 

July 31, 1961. Unless there is a complete 
crop failure there is little likelihood 
that CCC will sell any upland cotton dur- 
ing the 1961-62 season. Farmers should 
expect a premium for their low grades, 
but are likely to find that the only real 
market for the better qualities will be 
in the loan. 





THE CROP SITUATION continues to be uncer- 
tain. Lower Rio Grande Valley had hopes 
of a crop of 500 thousand bales. Rains 
came persistently and as completion of 
the harvest approached prospects were 

cut to between 350 and 400 thousand. 

Some other parts of Texas have been hit 
by rains and insects, plagued with grass 
and cultivation difficulties. The Central 
Belt is late, varied as to growth and 
condition. Stands are spotty. Rains have 
interrupted insect control. The South- 
east has had much of the same weather. 
Only in in in the . Far West are prospects bright 
and hopeful. The August crop estimate, 
because of the lateness of the crop, was, 
at best, an educated guess. It will be

October before there is a true picture 
of what the crop prospects are. 


IT IS TOO EARLY TO GUESS what the acreage 
will be for 1962. The Secretary of Agri- 
culture is required to make the announce- 
ment by October 15, basing his figure on 
the supply potential, the estimated off- 
take and other factors that he wants to 
consider. They can, if they desire, return 
to the legal minimum of 16 million acres, 
plus 310 thousand acres to care for 

small farmers. Since the 1960 crop failed 
to meet the offtake; since an even 
smaller crop may be in prospect this 
season; and since CCC stocks have been 
reduced . . . it may be hard to justify 
a reduction. Especially with world con- 
ditions what they are. 








THIS THEORY OF EXPANSION of supplies was 
voiced by the President's Cotton Advis- 
ory Committee which recommended that the 
carryover on which supply figures are 
based in determining normal supply be 
increased from 30% of the estimated off- 
take to 45%. Under existing supply condi- 
tions, if exports and domestic consump- 
tion are maintained at present levels, 
another acreage increase could be justi- 
fied for 1962. 





THE ADMINISTRATION WANTS to get rid of 
its present export subsidy program, not 
because it is costly, but because it 
broadens the advantage of offshore tex- 
tile manufacturers over the domestic 
mills. And the mills are fighting back 
with demands for import quotas and the 
like. Committed to high price supports, 
Administration cannot reduce support 
levels with an acreage increase. Required

its inherent spinning qualities preserved 

The confusion into which the introduction of mechanical 
harvesting threw the ginning and spinning industries 1s 
finally giving way to understanding. This year, the nar 
rowed loan discounts and premiums under the price support 
program have made it uneconomical (and unwise) for 
farmers to insist that their cotton be overdried and over 
machined in order to achieve a higher loan rate 

The cotton industry has been slow to realize that within 
the past decade the technological revolution has upset exist 
ing standards, created new levels of attainment and brought 
about a new concept ol what quality cotton really is 

len vears ago only 8% of the crop was harvested by 
machinery, and most of it was in California, Arizona, Texas 
and Oklahoma. Last season, 51% of all bales harvested 
were picked by machines 

Machines do not pick cotton as smoothly and cleanly as 
human fingers They do not always discard the leaves 
sticks, bolls and trash; they put moisture into the seed cot- 
ton. They create problems for the ginner and, unless he 
has done his job well, for the spinner 

Heat was the first answer to the problem—dryers that 
would reduce the moisture content—for it was found 
that dry cotton cleaned up better, and looked better. But 
this was not enough; there had to be bur machinery, cleaner 
after cleaner stacked in front of the gin. Gin machinery 
manufacturers raced to develop the newest, latest, most com 
plex gadgets to help remove added foreign matter picked by 
mechanical harvesters 

Development of the lint cleaner, for use after cotton had 
been ginned, cut down on the mass of machinery used be 
fore it reached the gin saws This made it possible for 
quality to be preserved—at a protit—if the farmers de 
manded it: and many soon came to demand it 


The Ginners’ Side 

Ginners have argued, and rightly so, that they have been 
compelled to overclean, overheat and overmachine cotton 
because if they did not do so they could not stay in business 
The farmer, confronted with a bale of Strict Low Middling 
cotton, properly ginned, would take his cotton to another 
gin, where heat and machinery would remove greater a- 
mounts of trash and permit him to get a higher loan rate 
The wide loan differences encouraged this to the point that 
hand picked cotton was given the same treatment as machine 
picked until mills cried out against the practice 

By doing this (having cotton upgraded) farmers were 
creating new standards that were to work against them. They 
probably do not realize it, but in a period of only five 
years the trade’s conception of the trash content in cotton 
has changed the equivalent of one full grade; and in seven 
years (some instances) the equivalent of two grades. 

Low Middling cotton of 1958 contained the same amount 
of trash as the Strict Low Middling bale of 1953. The 
Strict Good Ordinary bale of 1958 contained 17 pounds less

trash than the 1953 bale of the same designation. And 
1953 Good Middling contained only 4 pounds more foreign 
matter than 1960's Strict Low Middling. 

Ihe ginner is expected to take a raw material which is 
rougher, trashier and dirtier than it was before mechaniza- 
tion and deliver a product that ts cleaner and contains less 
trash than he used to produce under more favorable con- 
ditions 

It can—and is—being done, in spite of reports to the 
contrary 

Spinners have had much to say about quality of the cot- 
ton they got in recent years They have decried the cleaning 
of cottons at the gin, when their attacks should have been 
directed at the heavy application of heat, which shortened 
the fiber, made it brittle and caused it to break in the ginning 
process or in spinning 

Spinning Changes 

The spinning industry has been going through its own 
revolutionary process while the cotton farmer was mechaniz 
ing and the ginner was adding more and more equipment 

Faster spinning requires stronger and more uniform cot- 
tons. The whole process of spinning and weaving has been 
speeded up to the point where even the best cottons of 
10 years ago could likely not fill the requirements specified 
for “bread and butter” cottons of today. 

Because of the heavy amount of trash taken from the 
cottons under present conditions, the mill gets as much 
actual cotton, in pounds per bale, as it used to get from cot- 
tons One or two grades higher. No wonder then that the 
demand is for Strict Low Middlings and Low Middlings in 
stead of Middlings and better! 

What's more, the mill buver is inhibited with a fear 
that the higher quality bale, in terms of 
grade, may be one that has been overheated, overmachined

The Farmer Pays 

The preservation of cotton quality begins with the farmer. 
He must do the best job of picking possible. He must take 
care that his cotton reaches the gin in the best condition 
He must insist that the ginner take out no more trash than 
that called for by the potential color grade 

Ginning technicians cite as an example: Cottons that are 
only Strict Low Middling in color should not be cleaned 
beyond that grade, trashwise, for the loss of weight and the 
loss in spinning performance actually can cost the farmer 
money. 

It is the task of the ginner to preserve what quality 
he can. In his case, overdrying is the key to his problem.

ORCHARD 
IRRIGATION 


By Bob Parker 


OFTEN it’s not what a certain technique will make in 
profits, but what nor using it will cost in reduced income. 

That seems to be the case with using supplemental ir- 
rigation for peach production in the Southern regions. 
But irrigation alone is not enough to produce maximum 
yields of top-grade peaches, according to a University of 
Arkansas research project that measured the interaction of 
irrigation, thinning and pruning on Elbertas. 

A three-year study to determine what effect different 
levels of irrigation and different degrees of thinning and 
pruning have on yield and quality, has been completed by 
horticulturists Justin R. Morris and A. A. Kattan. 

In what Dr. Kattan calls, “one of the few tests of its 
kind,” the researchers set up the following series: 

@ Irrigation treatments: (1) Orchard irrigation to supple- 
ment rainfall to 2 inches every two weeks beginning at pit 


hardening and continuing until harvest (2) Irrigation to 


supplement raintall to supply 2 inches of water per two 


weeks during final swell. (3) Non-irrigated check plots. 


@ Pruning treatments: (1) Light pruning—removal of 10.9 
pounds wood per tree. (2) Heavy pruning—removal of 27.4 
pounds wood per tree 

@ Thinning treatments: (1) Light thinning—2 to 3 inches 
between fruits. (2) Medium thinning—4 to 5 inches between 
fruits. (3) Heavy thinning—®6 to 7 inches between fruits. 

As can be seen on the chart, light pruning increased early 
yields. Light thinning increased total yields, but the increase 
was mostly in the unmarketable class. A decrease in fruit 
load by thinning or pruning increased the percentage of fruit 
in the desirable 2-inch and above grades. 

Both all season and final-swell irrigation increased the per- 
centage of peaches in the above 2-inch grade. 

A study of data obtained during 1959, a wet year, indi- 
cates that the bulk of production was in the fancy grade 
and that vield for that vear was increased by heavier fruit 
load. This should mean, according to Justin, that irrigation 
above the 2-inch level in dry years would result in higher 
production both in terms of total yield and percentage of 
fancy peaches 

The figures in the table indicate that maximum production 
of 2-inch peaches can be obtained by using final-swell ir- 
rigation and medium or light thinning. But if the market 
calls for top quality peaches or if premium prices prevail for 
fruit 244 inches or larger in diameter, heavy pruning and 
thinning and all season irrigation are called for 

Under no irrigation, only heavy pruning and heavy thin- 
ning can be considered if marketable fruit is to be produced, 

The effect of the various levels of pruning, thinning and 
irrigation are more noticeable on grades than in total Vie ld 

Measurements taken during the growing season showed 
that once growth had been slowed because of the lack of 
soil moisture (Kattan recommends a minimum soil moisture 
level at 50° of available moisture). the growth loss was 
permanent and that sufficient moisture at final swell will not 
give peaches as large as when trees are irrigated all season. 

Terminal growth was affected mainly by pruning and ir- 
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rigation. The combination of heavy pruning and all season 
irrigation resulted in the longest terminal growth. 

Under normal orchard practices the following tactors 
will determine which of the irrigation and pruning and thin- 
ning combinations to use: (1) Rainfall history (not just av- 
erages but weekly expectations). (2) Soil conditions and 
type. (3) Demand for peaches taking into consideration the 
grade and quality. (4) Prices according to grades.

LIMING has been a profitable prac- 
tice for years—even before Grandpa 
swapped his mules for a tractor 

Sid Suggs of Madison County, Ark 
received $3 for each dollar spent for 
lime and fertilizer through increased 
yields of grasses and clovers. Lime 
increased lint cotton yields 290 
pounds an acre in Jackson County, 
Ark. tests. And in East Texas, where 
it least one million tons of lime are 
needed each year, cotton yields have 
been increased 30 by liming. W. I 
Bennett, Texas Extension soil chemist, 
urges farmers to obtain all the lime 
possible this year under the ASC pro- 
gram 

Need for calcium in peanut produc- 
tion has been well demonstrated in 
field tests Peanut yield on a well- 
fertilized, but unlimed, sandy loam 
in Alabama was 895 pounds per acre 
But when one ton of lime per acre 
was applied, yield jumped to 1,900 
pounds 

Walter F, Smith of Mt. Holly, Ark 
saved fertilizer dollars by liming. He 
had his first soil analysis made on 20 
acres in 1951 and has applied rec- 
ommended amounts of lime ever since 

Chis past spring, Smith had his en- 
tire field soil tested before planting 
cotton. The 20-acre limed portion of 
his field required 60 pounds of ni 
trogen per acre—half under the row 
and half as sidedressing. The unlimed 
part of the field required 350 pounds 
of 6-12-12 fertilizer per acre under 
the row, plus 40 pounds of nitrogen 
as a side dressing 

Liming must be done in an ap- 
proved manner for best results. If a 
field needs 3 tons or more of lime 
per acre, some specialists advise ap- 
plying one-half the amount needed be- 
fore plowing and the remainder after 
plowing. This assures mixing the lime 
through the whole plow layer. But 
if 2 tons or less per acre is needed, 
and seeding of alfalfa or clover is to 
follow, application of the full dose of 
lime after plowing, followed by disk- 
ing, is usually the best

@ Age grouping of fattening hogs, so protein content of 
ration for pens can be varied from 24% to 12%, depending 
on hogs’ ages 

The feeding pens are supplied by a steady “stream” of 
70- to 100-pound pigs from the 300-sow crossbred herd 
Each sow goes through the 42-sow (two-house) central far- 
rowing unit five times each two years. When the pigs are 
about three weeks old, they go with the sow to one of 26 
small “grazing” pens for growing out to weaning age, at 
eight weeks.

New Peanut Variety 
Shows Top Yield 


FARMERS looking tor a high-yielding 
peanut with a low rate of damaged 
kernels will like the one developed by 
B. C. Langley, superintendent of the 
Stephenville, Tex. Experiment Station. 

The new variety is named “Star 
Spanish” in honor of 80-year-old W. 
B. Starr of Cisco, one of the found- 
ers of the Southwestern Peanut Grow- 
ers Assn. It has a thicker and heavier 
shell than Spantex, and in 33 expert- 
ment station tests over Texas, av- 
eraged 1,072 pounds per acre com- 
pared to 993 pounds for Spantex and 
969 pounds for Argentine.

SUMMER months, when the plants 
are growing vigorously, are the best 
time to rid rangelands of prickly pear 
with oil or emulsion herbicide sprays. 

Rancher experience in North Texas 
show 85°% to 90% control of the 
plant when sprays were applied be- 
tween June and September. Followup 
sprays the second year completed the 
control. 

Difference in control by sprays put 
down in any particular summer month 
was insignificant in on-farm demon- 
strations in Denton County, Tex. last 
summer. Main thing was that weather 
was hot and dry and that the entire 
plant was covered to point of slight 
runoff. Both sides of the pear pads, 
joints and fibrous trunks were wet 
thoroughly. 

Marvin Ramey of Denton and 
Frank Faught, Justin, used a_half- 
half mixture of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T 
with diesel oil. Their kills were near 
the 90% mark in one application.

Similar results were noted by 
rancher Troy Webster at Ponder. He 
used 2,4,5-T low volative ester spray 
with diesel oil. 

In each instance, cost of control a- 
mounted to less than 3 cents per plant 
for an infestation estimated at 300 
plants per acre—less than $10 per 
acre for an infestation of 20% to 
25%. 

“Only regrowth observed was from 
plants missed the first trip over,” ex- 
plained County Agent Al Petty. 
“Plants quickly withered and died fol- 
lowing treatment.” 

Oil mixtures used in the plot were 
4 pounds 2,4,5-T or 2,4-D low vola- 
tile ester in 50 gallons diesel oil or 
kerosene, or a gallon of esters to 49 
gallons carrying agent. 

If emulsion sprays are preferred, 
mix one gallon (four pounds) of the 
chemical, 9 gallons of oil and 40 
gallons water. Keep the solution agi- 
tated during application with power 
sprayer. 


More Testing Facilities 
Backed by Breeders 


OKLAHOMA'S seventh continuing 
performance testing program for bulls 
began August | at Holdenville. The 
Holdenville Chamber of Commerce, 
helping to up-grade Hughes County 
beef cattle, provided land and money 
to get the tests started. Participating 
breeders will pay other costs. Initial 
facilities will handle 140 bulls from 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka and Maryland. A bull sale will 
follow the 140-day rate-of-gain test 
period. In charge are Hughes County 
Agent Jess Barbre and agent at large 
Otis Parker. 


Oklahoma HAY Day 


THE little northeast Oklahoma town 
of Inola had itself a Hay Day re- 
cently and paid tribute to its number 
one agricultural crop: prairie hay. 
Calling itself the “hay center of the 
world,” the town staged a parade and 
giant barbecue for 2,000 people. 
“Inola hay,” says Luther Adams, 
who wears out two balers a year pro- 
cessing 5,000 tons of the fine hay, “is 
the best prairie hay anywhere.” Pro- 


tein samples tested at Oklahoma State 
University, run as high as 11%. 
Adams and five other producers ac- 
counted for 15,000 tons production last 
year. It’s worth $13.50 a ton in the 
meadow. Better grades of the hay 
are sold to horse producers in several 
states. Lower grades go to mulch new- 
ly-sodded roads and dam sites. 


Range Shipments Up 
BLUESTEM and Osage pastures in 
Oklahoma and Kansas are carrying 
more cattle this year than any time 
since 1951. Poor range conditions in 
South Texas and the Trans-Pecos 
country caused ranchers to move 357.- 
000 head of cattle into the area during 
the first five months of the year. 

The number is 52% greater than 
for the same period in 1960, and the 
highest number in a decade. 


When Winter 
Legumes Fail 


IF you don’t have luck with winter 
legumes or fall-sown cover crops, take 
a tip from William Bryant of Co 
manche County, Tex. He follows his 
grain crop with a planting of New 
Era and Chinese Red peas in early 
June. They mature in 75 to 90 days 
and grow with a minimum of mois- 
ture, make good foliage and a lot of 
rich humus when turned under. Bryant 
gets good grazing from this kind of 
cover crop as well as some excellent 
hay. He says the practice leaves a 
clean field of mellowed soil for plant- 
ing fall grain. 


New Grass Killer 


“IT seems almost too good to be 
true,” is the way Harris County Agent, 
Dan Clinton, put it after seeing re- 
sults from the use of a new selective 
chemical grass killer called “Stam 
34.” This new grass killer was tried 
for the first time this year in various 
Gulf Coast areas. Albert Thompson 
near Katy, Tex., sprayed his rice crop 
with a low-flying plane with the new 
chemical about the middle of May. As 
of June 28, the sprayed area was still 
clean, while the unsprayed area was 
befouled by unwanted grasses. Other 
farmers in the area got similar re- 
sults at a cost of about $14 an acre

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MORE and more rural homemakers are taking on 
a new responsibility.

If you're a fireside financier who is having budget 
trouble—and who isn’t?—probably you haven't 
found a spending-and-saving plan that fits your 
particular needs. 

There’s no one plan, say the money-management 
experts of the American Bankers Association, 
that’s suitable for every person. To work 
successfully, they point out, a financial program 
should be in harmony with your interests, attitudes 
and background. In a word—a budget must fit 
your personality. 

For example, if you're the carefree type with 
little interest in the details of record-keeping, it would 
be a mistake for you to become involved with a 
full-scale budget plan. What you want is an informal 
plan that calls for a minimum of paper work 

If on the other hand, you like to keep close tab on 
all your expenditures, a simple method will not meet 
your needs. What you require is a comprehensive budget 
plan where everything Is spelled out to the letter 
To help you develop the money-management program that 
will work best for you, here are two basic plans suggested by 
the American Bankers Association: (1) the “No-Budget” 
Budget and (2) the “Fuss-Budget” Budget. 

The first especially is designed for those who

30 to 35 tons, according to Miller, who 
warns that overloading will result in 
slow drying and sometimes spoilage. 

Miller believes that natural air dry- 
ing is effective enough and it does 
keep down curing cost. A drying tun- 
nel 6 feet wide at the base and taper- 
ing to a top width of 3 feet, made in 8 
foot sections runs the length of the 
barn. This tunnel carries air from a 5 
horsepower motor equiped with a fan 
desigied to deliver 17,500 cubic feet 
of a» per minute. 

This drying system will bring the 
moisture down to about 20% in a 
week to 10 days in a load of 30 to 35 
tons of hay, declares Miller Then 
the next cutting can be stored. The 
weight of the green hay is enough to 
pack the earlier loads 

Miller says that many existing barns 
can be adapted to this system, but he 
has designed one that has doors on 
the side so that cattle can feed di- 
rec. y from the barn. The only labor 
required is to push hay down as ani- 
mais eat from the sides 

miller is also convinced that more 
chopped hay can be stored in a barn 
using this system, especially compared 
with baled hay random stacked, Cost 


for the system, including barn and 
equipment, should range between $4,- 
000 to $8,000, depending on the type 
of labor used. 

While features of the system are 
being used, mostly in the Midwest, 
there are few farmers using the total 
system. Miller says that most hay- 


New: Wheat Cookies 


A NEW wheat wafer has been de- 
veloped and tested by U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as a basic hu- 
man survival ration. It is a compact, 
long-keeping emergency ration for 
stockpiling in fallout shelters 

The wafer was developed by the 
ARS (Agricultural Research Service) 
Western Utilization Research and De- 
velopment Division at Albany, Calif 

Wafers have an estimated shelf life 
of five years or longer Ihey are 
made from whole grain wheat that 
has been parboiled, dried, puffed, then 
crumbled and made into a wafer the 
size of an average cookie They were 
used as part of a diet that worked 
best in maintaining weights of 100 
volunteers who participated in fallout 


makers now take 100 tons of hay and 
turn it into an 800-ton handling job. 
“This system will cut that chore by 
75% and also lower investment cost 
necessary for conventional haying 
equipment,” he says 

Miller, located at Mississippi State 
University at Starksville, is convinced 
that the “One Man Haying System” 
can be the key te economical quality 
hay on many Southern farms and 
ranches. 


For Fallout Shelters 


shelter tests in an experimental, 100-

The “cookies” can be eaten plain 
or with other foods such as milk, pe 
nut butter, bouillon or spaghetti.

Freeman Riders “Jailed”? By Congress 


Secretary of Agriculture Freeman got 
But he wiggled out with some mighty 


Washington, DA 
his come-uppance 
dangerous farm tools to be placed in the hands of a green- 
horn (like himself), or in the hands of a Chief Economist 
dedicated to giving us Socialism (like Willard Cochrane) 

This session of Congress is to be congratulated—not for 
what it did farmwise, but for what it did not do. Freeman's 
Omnibus Farm Bill came out of House-Senate joint con- 
ference a mere shadow of itself. Here’s what Mr. Freeman 
wanted, but didn’t get 

@ He wanted Congress to give up writing farm laws and 
settle for a “veto” right 

@ He wanted to design the laws himself, using politically 
appointed committeemen 

@ He wanted to have farmers pass on /egislation, with 
the Secretary deciding who could vote and what the alterna- 
tive would be if the farmers turned down his plan 

@ He wanted authority to base allotments on units 
(pounds, bales, bushels, hens, sows and cows) if he saw fit 

@ He wanted the right to use federal funds to make 
direct payments to any commodity group 

@ He wanted power to set up national marketing orders 
on any or all farm commodities. 

@ He wanted power to shuffle acreage allotments a- 
round, county to county, state to state 

All this he asked for and didn’t get 

In short, the Secretary gambled that he could shove 
through a friendly Congress the necessary law to make him 
the big boss in a government-run agriculture—before farm 
ers could find out the score. And he lost. He not only lost 
the bet but, in losing, alerted farm interests of the country 
to what he had in mind. They know now just how power 
hunery the New Frontiersmen really are—and it will be 
doubly hard (we hope) for them to creep up one step at a 
time on farmers, which is the choice they now have left 

It's been said Freeman slipped up by concentrating on the 
Congress, while his opponents went to the farm people 
That’s not true. He brought to bear every pressure and 
courting device he could dream up—with both groups. He 
didn't count on farmers’ seeing through the double-talk of 
his artists; and he made the mistake of setting too much 
store by the Farmers Union— its influence nationally and 
its dangerously warped ideas about federal control. 

The Grange, Freeman whipped in line—but not the Farm 
Bureau. The Farmers Union was rejected—and rightly so 
by both farmers and the Congress — 

What Congress Did Do: Congress gave Secretary Freeman 
enough of what he asked, however, so that he can live to 
fight another day. And he will! Congress did these things: 

@ Passed a “temporary one-year Feed Grains Bill, 
which permits government to “buy off” production acreage, 
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@ Extended this temporary bill for another year (as 
FARM AND RANCH predicted) when the major portion of the 
Omnibus Bill failed—with even higher payments to repeat 


cooperators next years 


@ Handed Freeman the tools to “buy off” wheat acreage 
(a 10% reduction) with a higher support price 


@ Gave him authority to set up marketing orders for 
certain nationally produced commodities (for the first time) 

Included in this last authority are turkeys. (Lambs were 
included, but got chopped off.) 


Most folks will never know how close we came to poultry 
controls through control of hatching eggs. (You can’t grow 
‘em without chicks.) By a very cute piece of deception— 
plotted by Senators McCarthy of Minnesota and Symington 
of Missouri, aided and abetted by Ellender of Louisiana in 
his capacity as Ag. Committee Chairman—chicken hatching 
eggs were added to the list of commodities for which market- 
ing orders would be allowed. Was added without the op- 
position even knowing it was there. And the House had 
killed the provision by only a four-vote margin 

But fortunately the Senate-House joint conference killed 
the chicken part of the hatching egg provision 


“Now, Clean It Up.” The Administration has determined 
that all of rural America is “economically depressed,” and 
has persuaded Congress to hand out $100 million for relief 

And Secretary Freeman has named REA Administrator 
Norman (¢ lapp as boss of the rural uplift. The reason? “Be- 
cause REA helped bring on the unemployment.” 

He explains that REA did such a good job of distributing 
electricity to farms that farmers now use electricity to re- 
place hired hands. So REA must now embark on programs 
to stimulate industry placement in rural America 

It turns out that the “temporary” little REA of the 1930's 

having supplied electric current and telephones to farm 
areas—has found a new role in the New Frontier of the 
60's: “Build government-financed factories to use govern- 
ment-financed electricity—so you can Zo forth to produce 
more government-financed electricity.” 


Plain, ordinary, sensible thinking—for politician 


Farming for Food For Peace. Amidst his talk about 
furnishing chicken coops for Latin American countries and 
food for dam builders in Morocco, Director George Mc- 
Govern of the Food For Peace Adm. is now talking about 
contract farming for government in this country. He speaks
